I recently received a message which included the following link along with the interactive map where you 
could check your state for compliance. According to this link, several states, including Illinois are NOT in 
compliance and do not currently have an extension

However, back in September when we thought there was a possibility that they were going to implement 
Phase 4 of the Read ID Act in January of 2016, we received the following:

In the message from September, the ONLY states not in compliance were Louisiana, Minnesota, New 
Hampshire, New York and American Samoa. However, with the latest communication and the interactive 
map, it appears other states, including Illinois, which were not on the original list are now not in 
compliance. Did something change? Did they have an extension that expired? My Illinois travelers are 
concerned and I would like to offer them an explanation. When I communicated with our travelers in 
September, Illinois was not on the list. 

Many of the initial phases, which require Real ID approved identification to access secured federal 
facilities and military bases, have already gone into effect. The final phase of this initiative, which 
the DHS says will start "no sooner than 2016” could have an impact on travelers. It says that 
“a driver’s license or identification card from a noncompliant state may only be used in conjunction 
with a second form of ID for boarding federally regulated commercial aircraft.” That means you’ll 
have to have a driver’s license or ID card that complies with the Real ID’s rules to get on a plane. 
Most of our 50 states and territories are now compliant or have extensions in place with the DHS 
that will allow their IDs to continue to be used. If you're in one of the following states or territories, 
however, you need to pay attention: 


• Louisiana 

• Minnesota 

• New Hampshire 

• New York 

• American Samoa

We have not set the date for REAL ID enforcement at the airports except for notifying the public that the 
Transportation Security Administration (TSA) will continue to accept driver's licenses and state-issued 
identification cards from all jurisdictions at least until 2016. DHS will ensure the public has ample 
advanced notice before identification requirements for boarding aircraft change. That notice will include 
information on the process for individuals with a non-compliant driver's license or identification card to 
be able to travel by aircraft.

If a child is younger than 18, they are not required to have ID to travel. They'll just need their boarding 
pass.
